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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues in substance that Kara does not 
teach an application level entity to provide a setup request to a transport level entity. 

In response. Kara teaches a correspondent host initiating a session request to a mobile node. The request is initiated using an application. 
Therefore since the request is being initiated using an application, the request is an application request and the correpondent host is the 
application level entity that initiates the request. In addtition, the request is sent as an IP packet to a home agent which then forwards the 
request to the mobile node. Since the request is sent using IP "packets", then the request is inherently being sent using a transport layer. 
Also since the home agent is the network entity that forwards the packets, the home agent is considered to be the transport layer entity 
(see gig. 5 and 6 and col. 6 lines 5-55).. 
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
